, ters more—whether

s .he politicians, and 
particularly

he has made good with the country 
and has back of him a strong pub 
lie opinion. 
Reports from outside of Wash 
Ington have been uniformly to the 
effect that in appo ntments and in 
efforts to tackle numerous prob 
Terns, Mr. Hoover has shown him 
•elf to be independent-minded, In- 
defatigable and aggressive. 
Inside 
of Washington the political view is 
that Mr. Hoover has not yet faced 
a real test. 
Preliminary Skirmish.
